The bill which passed the house of 


representatives last Monday v?as intro- 
duced by Wilson of West Virginia, now 
chairman of the Committee of Ways 
and Means. 
The bill repeals the 


purchasing clause of what is known as 
the Sherman act unconditionally. If 
it becomes a law the government will 
purchase no more bullion and the sec- 
retary of the treasury will not be com- 
pelled to coin any of the silver bullion 
heretofore purchased under the Sher- 
man act unleBb it may be necessary to 
do so to redeem the outstanding treas- 
ury notes isdued in payment of such 
bullion. Except in this case, and as 
the policy of the treasury department 
is to redeem the treasury notes with 
gold, this can scarcely be deemed an 
exception, there will be no coinage of 
silve- dollar-! on public or private 
account 


The bill as it passed the house has 


been referred to the Senate Committee 
on Finance. It may be consigned to 
oblivion, or pigeon-holed, as it is 
termed, by that committee, or it may 
be reported to the senate. In the latter 
event noveral amendments will doubt- 
less be offered and it is likely that 
some of them will be adopted. Should 
such prove to be the case the amended 
bill jwill bo sent to the house and if 
that body refuses to concur in the Sen- 
ate amendments it conference commit- 
tee composed of members of each 
house will be appointed. Should that 
committee agree 
by the members 


appointed by each house making con- 
cessions the report will in all proba- 
bility be adopted and the bill as 
changed by the conference committee 
will pass both houses. 


Jt is possible for the senate to pre- 


vent tho Wilson bill, even if it is re- 
ported from the Committee on Finance, 
from corning to a vote until the mid- 
winter fair opens in San Francisco, as 
ihere is no limit to debate in that body 
Jt may bo discussed for mouths or laid 
niido and other matters taken up. If, 
however, tho siher men are not rein- 
forced by the election of senators from 
Montana, Washington and Wyoming 
there would not bo much gamed by 
dolny as .sooner or later it would bo 
voted upon and passed if a majority 
favors it.

A Woman I>l«covers a Key to Its Inter- 


pretation. 


CHICAGO, August 29.—At the anthrop- 


ological congress at the world's fair to- 
day Mrs. Zelia Nattal read a paper, 
giving for the first time an interpreta- 
tion of the ancient Aztec calendar. 
Scholars declare it the most important 
discovery of the kind of this century, 
as it furnishes a key to much of the 
life and arts at least of six nations of 
the early inhabitants of Mexico and 
promises to lead to the translation of 
the hieroglyphics on the ruins of early 
Mexico and Central America. The ac- 
curacy and perfection of this calendar, 
which is pronounced far ahead of any 
system now in use, give evidence of a 
high civilization and mathematical at- 
tainments of the ancient inhabitants 
of America. 
It is entirely different 


from any system known to ancient Eu- 
rope, Asia or Africa. It is estimated 
that at least 4,000 years of astronomi- 
cal observation are necessary to perfect 
this calendar. It furnishes a key also 
to the religion, architecture and do- 
mestic life of that people.

Question—What do the goldbugs 


mean when they say that prices of al] 
commodities are regulated by the "inex- 
orable law of supply and demand ?" 


Answer—They mean to hoodwink the 


producers into believing that the low 
prices of their products is caused by 
over-production. 


Q.—Do the goldbugs claim that the 


value of money is also regulated by the 
"inexorable law of supply and de- 
mand?" 


A.—No, the goldbug shylocks know, 


if that fact became known to the peo- 
ple, that the days of the bondholding 
aristocracy would be numbered, and 
money would again be used as a me- 
dium of exchange. 


Q —Is not money used principally at 


the present time as a medium to facili- 
tate the exchange of products ? 


A.—No. by all odds the principal use 


that money is put to at tho present 
time, is to buy bonds and pay interest. 


Q.—The New York Agriculturist esti- 


mates that the value of the hay, grain 
and potato crop for the year 1883 in the 
United States will amount to $2,335,- 
000,000. Wont the farmers have to be 
paid in money for these crops ? 


A.—No, Very few farmers ever have 


the privilege of handling any money; it 
is generally intercepted by the interest 
gatherer, before it reaches them. 


Q.—Who regulates the supply of 


money that circulates in Uncle Sam's 
domain. 


A.—The bondholding aristocracy of 


Europe, who are ably assisted by the 
goldbugs of our own country. 


Q.—Does not the constitution of the 


United States provide a way for supply- 
ing the people with money sufficient to 
transact their business, independent of 
the bondholders ? 


A.—Yes, but the money kings have 


no respect for the law and ignore all 
laws except those that fasten their 
grip on the property of the people. 
These laws and the ones that bind the 
government to use all its lejjal machin- 
ery and military power if necessary to 
enforce collection, are the only laws 
that the shylocks have any use for. 


Q.—Do the bondholders also control 


the demand for money ? 


A.—Yes. They have it in their power 


to depreciate the property of the debt- 
ors to any price they see fit. They can 
make such an enormous demand for 
money by demanding payment on a 
few of their securities that the supply 
would be wholly inadequate, and the 
debtors would be completely at their 
mercy. In this way the independent 
spirit of our people has been effectively 
subdued.

N ORDINANCE CREATING A HOARD 
of Hcnlth in the 
town

By virtue of the power und authority con- 
ferred liy the laws of tho State of tornOn, 
the Hoard of County Commissioners

Wufahoe countv do orduin as follows: 


SECTION 1. There is> hereby created urn! 
established in tho town of lieno, Washoe 
county, Nevada, a Board of Health, to con- 
sist of three reputable practicing physicians 
and residents of saiil town of Reno, who 
shall exercise supervision of the general 
health of the town and shall have full power 
to take all measures iiece.si.ary to promote 
the health thereof. 


SEC. 
-• Said Hoard of Health shall be ap- 
pointed by the Hoard of County Commis- 
sioners, and their term of office shall be 
commensurate with tho term of otlico of the 
County Commissioner:, elected for the short ] 
term. 
Said Board shall elect their own 


officers and shall make such regulations con- j 
cemiiifj their o\\ n government as they mm 
i 
deem necessary.

SEC. 
a. It shall be the duty of said t'oard, i 
whenever in its judgment the town K throat- J 
onod with or aillieted by an epidemic, in- i 
'ectiouH or contagious disease, to issue, or 
ctiu&o to bo issued, such orders, regulations 
ind instructions as may be in their judg- 
neiit deemed effective for tho prevention, 
removal or limitations of 
such 
disease, 


which orders, regulations and instructions 
shall be published m full in at least one of 
the daily papers lor such period oi time us 
shall bo determined by suid Hoard, such 
orders, regulations and instructions to be 
and remain in full forco and effect until by 
said Hourd revolted. 
Provided, that the 


same may from time to time bo modified in 
such manner as in the judgment of said 
Hoard may be deemed necessary or expe- 
dient.. 1. Whenever it shall appear to said 
Board that any person has been attacked by 
any contagions or infectious disease, such 
jorson shall be removed to such place as may 
jo designated, but if such person refuses to 
jo removed, or if his or her condition is such 
that such removal would" be attended with 
langcr, then such measures shall immediate- 
ly be taken us may be deemed advisable to 
ijrovent the spread of the contagion or in- 
fection, und to cause any such person or 
promises where he, or she may be to bo 
quarantined and to prevent the ingress or 
egress of any person or persons as may de- 
sire to said promises. 


SEC. 
5. All persons having small-pox or 
any contagious or infectious disease in the 
town, who shall relnso or cunnot bo taken 
to a place prepared ordegsignated for them, 
are hereby roi|uircd to bo kept closely con- 
fined in their respective dwellings or places 
of abode, and to obey such rules and regula- 
tions as may be adopted by said uoard of 
Health; and any person failing to comply 
with tho requirements of this section shall 
be deemed guilty of a nuisance and shall 
upon conviction thereof be lined not less 
than ten or more than live hundred dollars. 
Sue. (i. -tiij person suffering from any in- 


fections or contagious disease, who will- 
fully exposes himself or herself in any street, 
public place or conveyance, or any person 
having the care, charge or control of any 
such person in suid to\sn, who shall permit 
such exposure, or anj person 
who gives, 
sells, lends, transmits or exposes any cloth- 
ing, bedding, rugs or other thing or things 
which have been exposed to infection, and 
any person who shall let an> person any 
house, room or part of a house in which anj 
person has been con lined by reason of anj 
such disease, without having such room or 
house completely disinfected to the natis- 
fuctlon of the Hoard of Health, shall on con- 
viction be tincd not less than ten nor more 
than live hundred dollars.

edge of conductor or person in charge o 
any such train as to lead him to suppose 
that any person on his train is attacked will 
smull-pox or is infected with the disease, i 
shall be the duty of such conductor or thi 
erson so having the train in charge, befori 
e shall ha\o reached a point within tnelvi 
miles of the town limits, to telegraph sue) 
:act to the Board of Health or some nicmbei 
thereof: and whenever it shall be impossible 
to send such telegram, said conductor or sai< 
person having such train in charge and hav 
ing a person on board so suspected by him o 
having small-pox or other infectious or con 
tagious disease, shall retain such persoi 
upon the train upon reaching Reno until h 
shall have notified tho Hoard of Health o 
some member thereof of such fact, and unt 
u reasonable time shall have elapsed afte 
such notice for the Hoard of Health of th 
town to take charge of such party. Anj eoi 
ductor failing to comply with the require 
ments of this section shall, upon convictioi 
be lined in any sum not exceeding live huu 
dred dollars. 


SEC- ». Tho Board of Health shall hu\ 
tho power to appoint any and all necessur 
aid or assistance in carrying into eil'oct an 
rule adopted by them or ordinance of Ih 
town, or law ot the State in relation to ii 
fections or contagious disease or the sail 
tary condition of the town* 


SEC 10. It is hereby made tho duty of th 
t hief of Police of tho town of Kcno to atton 
upon the Hoard of Heal'h, when requested 
to do so by them, and to act in conjunction 
with them in currying out their orders.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp l'. H. 
Dial cloclt indicates the time each race 


starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. I3npl« 
culls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 


after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
care of the animal, tlmtdo not send the horse 
out promptly at post signal will be lined. 


Nominations to nil staltcx must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1S93. 


Entries for tho running purses must be 
made two days preceding tho race, before tt 
o'clock r, M. 


Thos.o who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 0 r. M. 


Horses entered in pursescun only be drawn 


by consent of tho judges. 


Iu making entries for purse races, the 
name, age und sex of the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the ridor must be given. 
After u horse has run onco at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with tho weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and iitnkes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may bo declared oil' by the executive com- 
in ittec. 


In all free for all running: races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
liorscK that have not won before bentomber 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry live pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
bo paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by 0 
l>. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No udded money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 


the rate of 60, 30 and 10 per cent. 


AH Trotting and Pacing races ar» tho beat 
three in live, unless otherwise specified ; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but tho Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than live to fill, by the with- 
drawal of u proportionate amount of th« 
purse, which shall bo divided prorata. 


In all two in throe races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in Hve races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between beats. 


When less than the required uumbcr of 
starters appear they may contest for tbe 
entrance money, to be divided as follows 
86% to the first and 88Vi to tho second. * 


In dividing- purses no horse shall receive 


more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering o horse In a runnln* race, under 
these conditions, accepts the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
fiorse Association rules to govern all runnhav 
races where they do not conflict with tnes« 
conditions.
